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MEMORANDUM. 


1. The accompanying trees and tabulated statement, showing in detail the latest 
proposals for the centralisation of military hospitals in Great Britain and Ireland, 
should be read in connection with the Memorandum addressed by the Army Hospitals 
Committee to the Secretary of State in June 1903, and with the previous reports of 
the Committee (Gen. No. 7/82 and /93) already submitted on this subject. In these 
documents arguments were adduced at considerable length in support of the principles 
underlying the recommendations of the Committee, which, having been accepted 
by the Army Council, it is needless here to recapitulate. In view, however, of the 
desirability that the report now presented should be offered for careful criticism by 
General Officers Commanding before final sanction, it appears convenient to set out in 
brief the propositions which form the basis of the policy which has been generally 
approved by the Army Council. 


(a) Trivial cases of disease or injury to be treated in ordinary or special barrack 
rooms, as laid down in Army Order 158 of 1908. 


(bv) In every station arrangements to be made for the prompt treatment of the sick 
and injured ; and for the retention at the station of cases so serious as not 
to be transportable. In smaller stations such cases, where practicable, to 
be received into the local civil hospital. 


(c) Transportable cases in peripheral stations to be transferred to central hospitals 
in the command, which hospitals shall be brought up to the level of modern 
requirements as regards structure, appliances, and equipment. 


(d) The centralisation of military hospitals to be made complete within each 
command, though in special cases exceptions may be allowed. (Decision 


of the Army Councii, Gen. No. 7/107.) 


(ec) Patients suffering from venereal disease to be aggregated for treatment in 
special wards of central hospitals, or in separate venereal hospitals to be 
provided with the means of treatment recommended by the Advisory 
Board, A.M.S. 


(f) Cases of itch to be asa rule treated at the station in which they arise, and 
existing itch wards, where necessary, to be brought up to date. 


(g) Infectious cases at small stations to be transferred, wherever practicable, to the 
local civil infectious hospital. Isolation wards so vacated to be utilised 
with necessary annexes as itch wards. 


(h) An extended use of convalescent homes to be encouraged. 


(t) Hospitals with a hundred beds or more to be provided with quarters for a 
regular female nursing staff; for urgent cases in certain smaller hospitals 
arrangements to be made for accommodating special female nurses sent 
from head-quarters. 


(j) Mortuaries generally to be improved, and, in large stations, viewing-rooms to be 
added. | 


(k) Subject to modifications by special conditions the number. of beds in central 
hospitals to be calculated on the following basis :— 


Officers, 2 per cent. 
Men, 23 per cent. for medical and) = 332 per cent. of the total strength 
surgical cases. of the station served by the 
1¢ per cent. for venereal cases central hospital. 


() Disinfectors of suitable pattern to be provided at all but the smallest stations 
with a view to prompt action being taken immediately upon the outbreak of 
any infectious disease, whether amongst officers or men or their families. 


2. As has been remarked in a previous report, the Commitiee has experienced 
some difficulty in arriving at accurate information as to the approved strengths of the 
various stations, and, in case of doubt, they have thought it safer to base. their 
calculations upon higher rather than lower figures. It is, therefore, highly probable 
that some further reduction in the number of beds may ultimately be effected, but, 
nevertheless, it has seemed to the Committee expedient that the Director of Barrack 
Construction should not curtail the administrative blocks of néw hospitals but should 
design them on such a scale as to admit even of an increase in the estimated number 
of beds, whether such increase may be brought about through heightened sick rate or 
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by the exigencies of war. Moreover, in selecting the sites of new hospitals, thought 
has been given to the desirability of taking enough land to allow of the erection of 
tents or huts for occupation by the sick in war time, where it seems possible that the 
hospital may require to be used for this purpose. 


3. A statement has been made of the total number of hospital beds which will be 
released when the centralisation scheme is carried out in its entirety. In some 
instances the accommodation set free: may be advantageously utilised for military 
purposes, and the economy thus effected may reasonably be regarded as a set-off 
against the cost of centralisation. Though the matter is not strictly within the 
purview of the Committee, it would be well that the Director of Barrack Construction 
should give this question consideration before the plans for hospital accommodation 
at the various stations are under final consideration. 


4. A statement has also been made indicating the net reduction in the number of 
hospital beds in Great Britain and Ireland as the result of the lower basis of sick 
accommodation now authorised. This reduction means ultimately a large saving on 
equipment, upkeep, and administration. 


5. As has already been remarked, “the first essential for the success of hospital 
centralisation is good modern transport—horse, motor, or railway”—and in this 
matter the Committee has to thank the Mechanical Transport Committee of the War 
Office for recommending to them a motor ambulance, the internal fittings of which 
have been approved by the Medical Department, for trial in the London district. It 
will be noted that the present report indicates the mode of transport recommended in 
each case between the tributary and central hospitals. As regards railway transport, 
however, the Committee does not recommend the building of special ambulance 
coaches on any large scale, being of opinion that transportable cases should usually 
be such as can travel in ordinary carriages, and that, as time goes on, railway 
transport is likely to be largely superseded by improved motor ambulances. If a 
statement of the initial expense and annual upkeep of transport vehicles with an 
estimate of the annual cost to be defrayed in connection with the movement of sick 
soldiers be desired, the Committee will be pleased to furnish the branches of the 
War Office concerned with data for calculation in consultation with the Army Medical 
Department. 


6. Furthermore, a careful estimate has been prepared of the capital outlay involved 
in the completed centralisation scheme for Great Britain and Ireland. This statement 
is based upon the knowledge possessed by the Committee of the structural conditions 
of the various military hospitals, either at first hand or as indicated in the Annual 
Inspection Reports of the Advisory Board, A.M.S. It has also been assumed that for 
new hospitals and for new reception stations the cost may be put at 4501. per bed, that 
where administrative buildings are already provided, the cost per bed may be taken 
at 300/., and that the conversion and renovation of existing hospitals may be put at 
150/. per bed. These figures are approximate only, based upon the cost of similar 
work in the past; but in the opinion of the Director of Barrack Construction, they are 
likely on the whole scheme to be sufficiently accurate, though as regards particular 
stations they may prove somewhat above or below the mark. It is hoped that, at 
any rate, they may be accepted as a basis for practical working, since it is evident 
that the execution of a scheme, already delayed through unavoidable circumstances 
connected with the re-organisation of the Works Department of the War Office, 
will be deferred beyond any reasonable period, should progress be interdicted until 
plans, specifications, and estimates have been elaborated for every one of the 150 
military hospitals in the United Kingdom. 


7. In conclusion, the Committee would add that they are aware that there are 
many points upon which information may still be required by those who are less 
familiar with existing conditions in military hospitals, and that, if desired, they will 
be glad to take part in any conference which may aid in a final solution of the 
difficult problem which is here submitted to the judgment of the Army Council 
and of the Treasury.

Shorncliffe Hospital will require an addition of 119 beds, which can be 
provided by the substitution of a permanent building on the site of the existing buts, 
already condemned for occupation by the sick. 

The quarters for Q.A.I.M.N.S. must be enlarged to provide for increase of the 
staff. 

Canterbury.—A very large portion of the existing building can be surrendered, 
as well as the hired building for Q.A.I.M.N.S. quarters. The isolation hospital, which 
has six beds, is a gcod building, and would, perhaps, with some additions, provide all 
the accommcdation requisite for a reception station to which an itch ward might be 
added. | 

Dover.—The Castle Hospital can be entirely given up. The hospital at the 
Western Heights will require remodelling. A detention ward in addition to the 
reception station may have to be provided. 


Hounslow.— The hospital in permanent materia]s will provide adequate accommo- 
dation for medical and surgical cases, but will require to be brought up to date by the 
addition of an operation theatre, &c. The beds in huts will amply suffice for venereal 
and itch cases, but will need the addition of a Treatment block, steeping tanks, &c. 
Pians for a new isolation hospital have been approved, and the cost, 12,000/., is 
included in the M.W. Loan programme. This Hospital will take infectious cases 
from Windsor and London in addition to those occurring at the station. 

Chatham.—The existing hospital has been emphatically condemned, and a new 
hospital will have to be erected on a site, which it is hoped can be found on W.D. 
property. 

Maidstone.—This hospital is a wooden structure unfit for sick occupation, and a 
new reception station must be built. The present hospital is described as “a death 
trap in ease of fire.’ (Advisory Board Inspection Report, 1903.) . 


Colchester hospital has been recently completed and contains some slight excess 
of beds over requirements (17). The present quarters are inadequate for the numbers 
of female nursing staff required, hut the existing isolation hospital might be converted 
to give additional nursing accommodation, all infectious cases being taken by the civil 
authorities. Some minor improvements will be required. 


Harwich and Landguard will each require a new reception station, the 
present buildings used for hospital purposes having been condemned. 

Warley.—Considerable improvements and additions will be necessary at this 
hospital. The sanitary arrangements are stated to leave much to be desired. There 
18 NO operation theatre, and the mortuary is small and without viewing room.. The 
R.A.M.C. accommodation should be improved. The number of beds is somewhat in 
excess of requirements. 

Eastbourne.—This hospital should be maintained for the service of the station, 
and also as a convalescent home, for which it is already in considerable demand. It 
is capable of extension. 

Brighton.—tThis hospital cannot be adapted to modern requirements, and a new 
hospital of slightly larger size must be constructed on or adjacent to the existing 
site. 

Newhaven may be given up. 

Bedford.—This building is comparatively modern, and a substantial structure 
which will lend itself to conversion into a third-grade hospital. 

Norwich.—The 40 beds in the present hospital will be adequate, the isolation 
ward being used for itch cases. The hut can be given up. The sanitary annexes 
require remodelling, and an operation theatre must be provided. 

Northampton.—tThis hospital is large enough to serve, but will require consider- 
able remodelling. 

The Herbert Hospital at Woolwich (6387 beds + 270 in huts) will remain 
as at present, and minor improvements only will be requisite, for which a sum of

Edinburgh Castle.—This hospital, owing to its position, cannot be materially 
extended; a proposal for the addition of an operation theatre has already been 
approved by the Army Hospitals Committee, the cost of which will be defrayed by the 
Office of Works. The infectious hospital (five beds) can be used for itch cases. 


Glencorse will need the addition of 19 beds for men, and two beds for Officers 
should be provided either here or by reappropriation at Edinburgh Castle. The 


hospital lends itself to convenient extension, and will require an operation theatre and 
treatment rooms. 


Glasgow.—Here the beds are in excess of requirements. An operation theatre 
must be added. The infectious ward is available for itch cases. 


Hamilton.—Here treatment rooms will be wanted. ‘The isolation ward is 
available for itch cases. 


Fort George.—Here a new hospital is required; the present building is unsuit- 


able for the treatment of the sick; land is available. An itch ward is required, and an 
operation theatre. 


__Aberdeen.—The present building is condemned as entirely unsuited for the

SOUTHERN COMMAND. 


Portsmouth.—The new hospital (The Alexandra Hospital) has been principally 
built out of funds provided by the Admiralty on the taking over by that Department of 
the Portsmouth Hospital. The estimated total cost is 116,0001., of which 16,0001. is 
on B.A.E., Part I. (10,0007. in 1905-6). 


Hilsea.—At this hospital the sanitary blocks will require remodelling, with the 
addition of a treatment block. 


Gosport Hospital, with its 180 beds, will be given up, a reception station 
being retained, 

Parkhurst.—Here the beds are much in excess of requirements, and the building, 
which was originally a substantial dwelling-house, though adaptable for a hospital, 
will demand extensive remodelling, e.g., modern annexes, additional windows, new 
staircases, and stairways of escape from fire. 


Winchester.—tThe old building has been emphatically condemned, and a new 
and excellent site on the outskirts of the town secured on lease, with option of purcliase. 
Plans are in course of preparation; 45,000/. is included for the service in M.W.L. 
programme. 


Devonport.—A scheme has been approved for remodelling the present hospital, 
which by various reappropriations provides all needed accommodation, including 
quarters for the increased female nursing staff. 


Falmouth.—At this station the existing hospital may be given up, and a reception 
station can be contrived by reappropriation of married quarters in the castle. 


Devizes.—The beds at this hospital, though somewhat fewer than scale 
requirements, will suffice. The hospital itself can be brought up to date at a moderate 
expense. 

Oxford.—The present hut will suffice for venereal cases, and the main building 
for medical and surgical cases, with the addition of an operation theatre. The infectious 
block will serve for itch cases. 

Tid worth.—The plans for this hospital, already approved, provide for 230 beds, 
including a special ward with cubicle arrangement for officers. An infectious hospital 
and a nursing home are also to be constructed close to the main hospital on an excellent 
site approved by the Army Sanitary and Army Hospitals Committees, and originally 
designed for the R.K. barracks. It was at one time intended to construct a hospital 
at Tidworth of 596 beds, and another at Bulford, the sums of 100,000/. and 54,0001. 
respectively being included in M.W.L. for these services. It will be seen that under 
the Committee’s proposals the beds at Tidworth have been very materially reduced, 
and some considerable economy should be effected by utilising the hut hospital at . 
Bulford so far as available for venereal cases, the administrative and treatment blocks 
being built in permanent materials. 135,000/. has been included in the Committee’s 
M.W.L. proposals, which it is hoped will cover the cost of the hospital at Tidworth, 
together with infectious and families hospitals. 


Bulford.—oOf ihe 18 huts containing 236 beds, 12 of Doecker type have been 
condemned for occupation after the warm weather vf the present year. The other 
huts—96 beds--are in good condition, and when the administrative section has been 
provided for in a new block, the huts thus set at liberty will provide the balance of 
beds required (28), with needed accommodation for the R.A.M.C. The new buildings 
will comprise, in addition to the administrative block, a kitchen, bath-rooms, and 
treatment rooms for gonorrhoea and syphilis. 


Warwick.—It is not proposed to extend the accommodation at Warwick by the 
eight beds required by scale, as it is believed that any serious cases in excess of 
accommodation will be more cheaply treated in the civil hospital. The infectious 
block will be available for itch cases. 


The Royal Victoria Hospital at Netley (87] beds) will remain for the 
reception of soldiers invalided from abroad, and no alteration is suggested in the 
number of beds. Very important improvements have recently been effected at this 
hospital, including the provision of excellent quarters for the Nursing Staff, but never- 
theless, much remains to be done in the way of radical structural alterations to 
bring the wards up to the level of modern requirements, and the Director of Barrack 
Construction is of opinion that the cost should be estimated at not less than 250,0001.

Lichfield.—This hospital will require extension, and being the principal hospital 
of the command, will be nursed by Q.A.I.M.N.S. Itis a modern building, but possesses 
no operation theatre. . 


Wrexham.—Some extension may be wanted here, which, if necessary, could 
possibly be obtained by lengthening the wards with remodelling of annexes. The 
isolation block will provide for itch cases. 


Chester.—lIt will probably be better to construct a new reception station rather 
than to convert the existing hospital, which consists of a brick-built, private house. 


Leicester.—The hospital is a modern building, with some slight excess of beds 
over scale. An operation room must be added, with conveniences for the treatment 
of venereal disease. ‘lhe isolation block will serve for itch cases. 


Lincoln.—tThis hospital will be retained for the needs of the station (12 beds), the 
balance of accommodation being available for convalescents. The isolation block will 
serve for itch cases. An operation theatre will be required. 


Cardiff.—The isolation block at this hospital, which is usually available for itch 
cases in stations where the civil authorities will receive infectious cases, has been 
reappropriated for R.A.M.C. It will, therefore, be necessary either to revert to 
original arrangements, or to provide for itch cases elsewhere. An operation theatre 
will be wanted, and a small treatment room for venereal disease. 


Brecon.—This hospital is retained, as it is impracticable on account of distance 
and want of facilities to transfer patients to Cardiff, ‘The present isolation biock is 
condemned, and beds tor itch must be provided within the main building. 


Pembroke Dock.—Plans for a new hospital are in hand, on a site approved 
by the Army Sanitary and Army Hospitals Committees. 22,0002. is included in 
M.W.L. programme. The present hospital is most emphatically condemned, and the 
erection of the new hospital should be pressed forward with the least possible delay.

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TRISH COMMAND—‘71n DIVISION. 


Dublin, Arbour Hill.—This hospital, which is a new building of 50 beds, will 
serve as a nucleus only for the Central Hospital of 183 beds for medical and surgical 
cases. The old itch block can be given up, and is perhaps convertible into R.A.M.C. 
quarters. A certain amount of land around the hospital js available for extension, 
and the D.B.C. has been asked to report as to whether itis sufficient for all needs, 
including quarters for Q.A.I.M.N.S. The present nursing staff quarters at the Royal 
Infirmary will be convenient for R.A.M.C. Officers’ quarters; the Royal Infirmary 
itself, which has been repeatedly condemned, will be abandoned as a hospital. The 
existing infectious hospital at Arbour Hill is of modern construction and reasonably 
adequate to requirements. 63,000I. is included in M.W.L. programme for the additions 
necessary at Arbour Hill. 

Portobello.—tThis hospital has been much improved of recent years, but will 
require a remodelling of the annexes, and the addition of a venereal treatment block. 


Athlone.—This hospital will need entire remodelling, being composed of two of 
the old regimental hospitals knocked into one, with the separate staircases remaining 
(Ady. Bd. Insp. Report, 1903). 

Galway and Mullingar.—At these stations small hospitals are retained in 
consequence of their distance from the Central Hospital in Dublin. 


Ourragh.—this is a modern hospital, the annexes of which require remodelling 
to bring them into accord with the latest requirements. There is no clinical laboratory, 
and a treatment room must be contrived for venereal patients. The infectious 
hospital, which has just been handed over for occupation, is already condemned as 
erected upon an unsuitable site, unduly close to the main hospital. It has no 
separate kitchen, and, in the words of the last Advisory Board Report (1904), ‘the use 
of this building as an infectious hospital for the garrison at the Curragh is open to 
serious criticism.” The R.A.M.C. Officers’ mess is in a series of decayed wooden 
huts, very damp, inconvenient, and really unfit for occupation. The infectious huts 
just vacated are described as ‘‘in very bad repair, and quite unsuited for the purpose,” 
and should be destroyed. Additional quarters for Q.A.I.M.N.S. will be required when 
the staff of five now employed is increased to the number necessary for nursing and 
instructiona! purposes. Provision will also have to be made for itch cases, which have 
hitherto been treated in *‘an old hut, and the arrangements made for their cure were 
most discreditable”’ (Adv. Bd. Report). 

Newbridge.—A new reception station will be required. The wards must ira 
remodelled, a treatment block added, and new quarters for R.A.M.C. provided. 


Naas.—Here it may be practicable to convert the isolation ward into a reception 
station. <A treatment block is wanted, and the sanitary annexes must be remodelled, 

Kildare.—A new reception station will be required. 

Birr.—Much will require to be done here; the sanitary arrangements are reported 
to be * not good, the only bath is out in a shed in a yard, and there is no hot-water 
supply ” (Adv. Bd. Report, 1904). 

Kilkenny.—Here the building is old and unsuitable, but with room enough for 
the addition of sanitary annexes, &c. The isolation block, which must be retained, 
will also require remodelling.

Cork Hospital will require very considerable remodelling, with the addition 
of a treatment block; if infectious cases are transferred to the civil hospital, the 
present accommodation can be utilised for the treatment of itch. 


Tipperary.—This is a comparatively modern hospital], the wards of which’are in 
good condition, large and airy. A treatment room will be wanted and the mortuary, 
which was pulled down, must be reproyided. The isolation hospital is satisfactory. 


Kinsale.—‘“ Was never intended for a hospital” (Adv. Bd. Report, 1903). It will 
require considerable remodelling, and it may prove cheaper to erect u new building. 


Limerick.—The building is good of its kind, adaptable for barrack purposes, so 
far as not required for a small hospital, the provision of which is rendered necessary 
by the distance from Mallow and indifferent transport facilities. 


Cahir.—A new reception station may be required, as the existing hospital is “old, 
and unfit for the purpose.” 


Fermoy.—the hospital here is an old building, having been used formerly as a 
posting inn. It is not suitable for the purpose of a hospital. It will probably be 
cheaper here to provide a new hospital for other than infectious cases. The present 
infectious hospita! is good. 


Queenstown.—This hospital will require remodelling, with special attention to 
the annexes, as a considerable number of enteric cases are landed from the transports:

Sir, 

With reference to War Office letters allotting 
Barrack Funds for 1905-6, I am commanded by the 
Army Council to inform you that in future the 
administration of all Part I. and Part II. Hospital 
Services (including General Items, and unnamed 
services in these classes, such as ‘‘ Minor Alterations ”’) 
as well as all Part III. named services at home 
‘stations, will be centralised at Head Quarters in the 
offices of the Director of Barrack Construction, who 
will act in conjunction with the Army Hospitals 
Committee. In future years, therefore, no allotments 
for these purposes will be made to General Officers 
Commanding at home. 


2. As regards 1905-6, it will be necessary to 
withdraw, for transfer to the Director of Barrack 
Construction, from the Parts II. and III. allotments 
already made, such sums as you have, or would have, 
distributed for expenditure on the following classes of 
hospital services, viz. :— 


Part II., Minor Alterations. 
Part II., Named services if any. 
Part IIL., Named services. 


A report should be submitted showing in each 
case how the amount proposed to be surrendered is 
arrived at, together with a statement of the average 
expenditure on such services for the last three years 
at the stations concerned. It should further be stated 
whether any portion of the local Part II. or III. 
reserves can also be surrendered on account of hospital 
services transferred. Particulars should be given of 
any expenditure on new hospital services out of 1905-6 
allotments to which you are already committed, and 
such sums should be shown separately from those 
which it is proposed to surrender.

The D.B.C. having reported to the D.G., A.MLS. 
(verbally), that the electric light apparatus at this 
Hospital is stated to be in an unsatisfactory state, 
and really dangerous, and also that he is in receipt of 
such extensive demands for repairs and additions to 
the Hospital generally that a special visit was 
desirable, Sir Cooper Perry, chairman, the D.D.G., 
A.M.S., and Major McCulloch, members of the Army 
Hospitals Committee, went down to Alton on the 6th 
December 1905. They were accompanied by the 
D.B.C., and the Secretary to the Committee.

» ivieh F it was represented that alterations and additions 
ssi estimated to cost some 20,0002. (afterwards reduced 
git to 11,600/.) were necessary to fit the Hospital as a 
corvalescent home, for which the Secretary of State 
Ov decided it should be used. Of this sum, 3,500/. was 
provided in the Estimates for 1902-3 and 1903-4. 
The services left over are detailed on statement B 
annexed. Of these the Committee recommended that 
1,* 3, 4, 6, 12, and 13 should be taken in hand at 
an early date; that 7, 8, 10,15, and 16 should be 
carried out when funds can be found; and that 2, 5, 

and 14 need not be proceeded with. 


As regards the duplication of the electric plant 
(Item 9), it is for consideration whether the future 
use of this Hospital as a convalescent home will 
justify the continued maintenance of electriz light, 
which, as it is now run, requires a staff of no less than 
six men; and the necessity for the provision of an. 
ambulance shed (Item 11) may be considered doubtful. 


Of the items included in the station proposals for 
Estimates, 1905-6 (see lists C and D attached), 10 and 
13 on C are recommended, and 12 can be met by the 
provision of doors and a concrete platform; 4 and 14 . 
were not considered necessary, the former on the 
ground that No. 3 Co. will not mobilise at Alton, when 
it is used for convalescents only ; 5 has been dealt with 
under 1 of statement B; 6, 7, and 8 can wait until it 
has been determined what accommodation will be 
required for the convalescents, when’ reappropriations 
can probably be arranged to meet these requirements ; 
11 has already been carried out; and the remainder 
should be Jeft over until it is seen what money is 
available in the Estimates for the ensuing year. 


Of the items on statement D, 5 should be done at 
once; 1, 6, 11, and 12 should be executed when funds 
can be provided; 2 and 3 have already been dealt 
with as 9 and 4 of statement B; 4 will not be 
required for a convalescent home; 7, 8, and 9 were 
not considered necessary, and 10 has been done. As 


regards Item 13, a tool shed is necessary, but not hot- 
houses. 


The Committee consider that the Hespital should 
be evacuated whilst under repair, and that when 
re-occupied its use should be limited to convalescents. 

They do not anticipate that more than 100 beds at 
the most will be required for convalescents, and the 
accommodation set free can be utilised for reappro- 
priation as married quarters, barrack room, &¢. The 
equipment, which is of special pattern, and therefore 
not suitable for transfer to other Hospitals, might be 
stored in one of the spare wards, and used up as re- 
placements become necessary. It will also be then 
available if -at any time the spare accommodation has 
to be used for overflow.

Pricis of Papers relating to the EsTasrisumunt 
of the Princess Louise Hosprtat, ALTON. 


(By the Secretary to the A.H.C.) 


Originally this Hospital was intended by the 
donors as the corner stone of a project evolved by the 
Absent-Minded Beggar Relief Corps for “some form 
“ of permanent good to our soldiers,” and in a letter 
from the manager, dated 8.5.00, the matter is referred* 
to as a contribution to the settlement of the question 
of the “future of the disvharged soldier and his 
family.” 

The South African war being in progress at the 


time, the manager of the fund offered the Hospital to 


relieve the pressure to which it was anticipated the 
Military Hospitals would be put. 

The offer was to “build, equip, and maintain a 
‘“‘ Hospital and Convalescent Camp for at least 500 
“men.” It was to be a “civilian establishment in 
all respects.” 

The offer was accepted, and an officer of the 
R.A.M.C. lent “to take charge of such statistics and 


' © reports as the War Office requires, and who shall 


“ have medical charge of the Hospital.” (1.6.00.) 


In June 1801 an offer was made by the pro- 
prietors of the “ Daily’ Mail”—who explained that 
the Hospital had cost 70,0VO0/., of which the public 
had contributed half, and they the balance—* to 
“ complete the Hospital and hand it over in its 
“ entirety as a gift to the War Office.” 

This offer was accepted, on 9.7.01, and the 
Hospital was then inspected by Major James, 
R.A.M.C., and Captain Walker, R.E., who reported 
that “in consequence of its wooden construction and 
““ the cubic space available in the wards, it is not 
** suitable for a General Hospital,” but with certain 
specified additions, would “be admirably suited for 
“ use as a Convalescent Home in the summer 
* months.” ‘ 

On this report, Q.M G. (Sir C. M. Clarke) sug- 
gested its use (1) as a hospital; (2) as a convalescent 
home ; or (8) as an expansion of the Chelsea system 
to accommodate pensioned svldiers wholly incapacis> 
tated from contributing to their own support; the 
C. in C. (Lord Roberts) remarked, ‘I should think 
“ it would be most uscful as a Convalescent Home,” 
and the D D.G. (Surgeon-General Muir) considered 
that it could be used for convalescents all the year 
round, and possibly for tubercular cases. 


The S. of S. decided to use it as a Convalescent 
Hospital, A portion, 100 beds, being set apart for 
the treatment of tubercle cases. 

The deed conveyed the property to the S. of S. 
upon trust to permit the same to be used as a 
“ Military Hospital or Convalescent Home, for the 
“ reception of Officers, N.C.O.’s and men of His 
Majesty’s land forces, in such manner and under 
such rnles and regulations as-the S. of S. for War, 
or his successors in office, may from time to time 
“ think proper.” The use as a “ Lock Hospital or a 
Hospital for Fever, or other infectious cases,” is 
prohibited. 


‘As regards the tubercle cases, the deed was 
altered to exclude these from ‘f infectious eases.” 


In May 1902 the G.O.C. reported that the 


Hospital had been taken over, but that before it 


could be taken into use, very extensive additions and 
alterations would be necessary. 

A Board of Ofiicers, specially appointed for the 
purpose, inspected the Hospital and supported G.O.C.’s 
view, considering that the alteratious and additions 
specified in the paper “should be given effect to 
“ before the Hospital is occupied, or, at any rate, an 
“ early date.”

The estimated cost of these additions, &c¢. was 
originally 20,000/., afterwards reduced to 11,6002., and 
eventually Treasury was asked to sanction the expendi- 
ture of 3,500/. on the more immediate requirements 
in 1902-3. Only 860/., however, for repairs to the 
roofs, was sanctioned, and the balance of the 3,500J, 
was provided in the Estimates, 1903-4. 


The Hospital was taken into use on the Ist April 
1903, when it was proposed to utilise it for “slight 
“cases and convalescents from Aldershot, and 
** possibly also from the Home District.” 

D.B.C. now reports that the electric light has 
broken down, and that he is in receipt of such exten- 
sive demands for repairs, &c. that an inspection of 
the Hospital by some members of the A.H.C. is desir- 
able with a view to determining what repairs are 
immediately necessary, having regard to the proposal 
in the Centralisation Report to confine the use of the 
Hospital hereafter to its approved purpese as a 
Convalescent Home. 

The D.G,A.M.S. has ordered the evacuation of 
the Hospital, in order that the necessary work may 
not be delayed. 

It is important to note that all through the papers 
it has been recognised that the maintenance of this 
gift would prove costly.
